Having had considerable to do with 
che development work under the lanc 
irrender during the five yenrs on thc 
lackfoot Reserve, I have cons{derable 
uterest in the success of that work 
vid of the Blackfoot Indianb, and g& 
me news of this also from you 
paper at times. } 
I have very interesting work here 
lave 2,500 Indians on the agency and 
the treaty trip is about 600 miles 
in 1921 we made this by cahoe, but in 
i022 by seaplane. I enjbyed both 
trips very much. Of course the trip 
by plane was much quitker and less 
laborious than by canoe,/since there 
are very many portages td be made on 
the latterand while the jofficers did 
not have to carry across 
paddle i ncanoes, yet we 
sometimes

quite; a distance 
across, get rather monatonous, The 
canoe trip occupied threp weeks, and 
the plane trip about ten} hours actual 
flying. j 

Indians here and their gonditions are 
very different from [the western 
prairie. Occupations, food, customs, 
ete.,, here are merely thpse of the In- 
dian originally, added to by circum- 
stancs, meaning a gfadual change 
during three or fouf generations. 
Hunting, trapping, fishing, are still 
the principal occupations and means of 
subsistence. There is jno agriculture 
except some gardening} as we have no 
land and no market. / We can grow 
corn, tomatocs, sabe etc., here, 


tnges, 


and all garden stuff ddes well. While 
the Indian pursues his original in- 
dustries, which are infligenous to the 
country, and some i thus think he 
has not made as mucH advance as his 
western brother, we {never see long 
hair among the men here, no painted 


faces, no blankets, [have no ‘drum 
dances, and many] have excellent 
houses, which are wll kept. A good 


many have organs, efc. Many Indians 
who cannot speak fany English. can 
read Cree syllabic Well, and also write 
it. I receive puitefa number of letters 
from outside resefves written in syl- 
labic.”
